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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species I, claims 1-7 in the reply filed on 7/5/06 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Muradov, U.S. Pat. No. 6,653,005 B1. 

Rejection of claims 1-7 drawn to a high temperature fuel cell system. 

Muradov teaches a high temperature fuel cell system (abstract) comprising an 
anode channel, an anode inlet and outlet, a first anode channel portion proximal to the 
inlet, a second anode channel portion proximal to the outlet, and a gas separation (col. 
6, lines 3-16) means to enrich a first gas component of an anode exhaust gas to 
produce a first product gas enriched in the first gas component, wherein first anode 
channel portion comprises anode material resistant to carbon deposition, at least one 
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hydrocarbon fuel or mixtures (col. 10, lines 30-36), and the second anode channel 
portion comprises anode material catalytically active for steam reforming of at least one 
hydrocarbon (col. 1 1 , lines 26-45). It teaches a portion of first product gas enriched in 
first gas component provided as a portion of a fuel mixture supplied to anode inlet 
(Example 14). It teaches first gas component comprises hydrogen (abstract). It teaches 
a solid oxide fuel cell (col. 7, lines 21-23). It teaches fuel mixture comprises steam and 
hydrogen (Example 14). It teaches fuel mixture comprises steam, hydrogen, and 
hydrocarbon fuel (Example 14). It teaches gas separation means comprises rotary 
adsorption module containing adsorbent material (col. 7, lines 57-67). 

Thus, the invention as a whole would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made because although the prior art of record 
does not recite the proportions of steam per mole of hydrogen and do not recite the 
molar ratio of steam to hydrocarbon fuel, it would have been obvious to optimize the 
proportions of steam to hydrogen and the molar ratio of steam to hydrocarbon fuel, 
since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the 
prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the 
art. In re Alter, 105 USPQ 233. With respect to "the adsorbent material is capable of 
being periodically regenerated"; it has been held that the recitation that an element is 
"capable of performing a function is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability 
to so perform. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138. 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Keefer et al., U.S. Pat. No. 7,087,331 B2 teach a pressure swing 
adsorption module.
